employment,  income  and  other  characteristics.  Also  included  are  highlights 
corporation  or  individual  living,  working  or  operating  a business  in  Boston. 

Population 

Boston’s  total  population  in  1990  was  574,283,  an  increase  of  11,289 
people  since  1980.  The  City’s  population  represents  9.5%  of  the 
statewide  population.  Boston’s  population  was  48.1%  male  and  51.9% 
female.  The  median  age  was  30.3  years  old.  In  1990,  73.3%  of  the 
population  was  44  years  old  and  under,  49.3%  lived  in  non-family 
households,  63.0%  lived  in  rental  housing  and  28.1%  owned  their  own 
housing  unit.  Allston-Brighton  recorded  the  largest  number  of  residents,  accounting  for  12.2%  of  the  total 
population,  followed  by  South  Dorchester  with  10.6%  and  Roxbury  with  10.2%.  When  jmalyzed  by  race,  the 
City’s  population  was  62.8%  White,  25.6%  Black,  5.3%  Asian,  0.3%  American  Indian  and  6.0%  fall  into  the 
"Other"  category.  Of  the  total  population,  61,955  or  10.8%  were  of  Hispanic  origin.  Citywide  the  poverty 
rate  was  18.7%,  with  a high  of  36.1%  in  Fenway-Kenmore  and  a low  of  4.9%  in  West  Roxbury.  In  1990,  a 
family  of  four  with  an  income  of  $12,674  or  less  was  considered  living  in  poverty.

Characteristics 

In  1990,  22.8%  of  all  Boston  school-aged  children  attended  private  school,  nearly  double  the  state  average  of 
12.4%.  Of  the  5 to  17  year  olds  speaking  a second  language  at  home,  44.4%  report  that  they  do  not  speak 
English  "very  well",  compared  with  51.8%  of  those  Boston  residents  over  18.  In  1990,  30.0%  of  Boston’s  25 
and  over  population  reported  attaining  at  least  a Bachelor’s  degree,  up  from  20.3%  in  1980. 


After  four  consecutive  years  of  declining  employment,  the  number  of  jobs  in  Boston 
■■  increased  in  1993  by  2.4%.  Since  1988,  Boston  has  experienced  a job  loss  of  55,069  or 

9.8%.  The  construction  sector  registered  the  largest  decrease  in  jobs,  dropping  38.8%. 
DBp^V-^  Boston  employment  represented  29.8%  of  the  total  Boston  Metropolitan  Area  employees. 
Ill  ju  The  average  annual  wage  in  Boston  was  $37,550  in  1993  compared  to  $32,914  in  the 

Metropolitan  Area.  Unemployment  in  Boston  in  1993  was  6.5%  eifter  reaching  a high  of 
8.4%  in  1991,  but  up  from  3.4%  in  1988.  The  average  sales  price  of  a single  family  home 
was  $141,869  in  1993,  down  8.3%  from  1988.  In  the  City’s  neighborhoods,  Allston-Brighton  had  the  largest 
niunber  of  total  housing  units  with  30,800  (12.3%)  and  Charlestown  had  the  least  with  7,750  (3.1%).  Three 
family  houses  represented  the  largest  portion  of  housing  stock  at  19.1%,  followed  by  apartments  at  15.3% 
and  two  family  homes  at  15.0%. 


In  the  1994  state  election,  64.5%  of  Boston’s  registered  voters  cast  ballots.  The  largest  voter  turnout 
occurred  in  West  Roxbury  (75.2%),  followed  by  Roslindale  (70.2%)  and  Back  Bay  (69.0%).  The  lowest 
voter  turnout  occiured  in  Fenway  (50.4%),  followed  by  Roxbury  (54.9%)  and  Mattapan  (55.0%). 


Office  Space  & Hotel  Rooms 

Between  1988  and  1994,  Boston  added  6,750,884  square  feet  of  office  space  to  the  market.  The  vacancy  rate 
for  office  space  in  1994  was  11.3%,  down  from  a high  of  17.7%  in  1991  and  up  from  10.5%  in  1988. 
According  to  Meredith  & Crew’s  Greater  Boston  Market  Report,  the  average  weighted  asking  rent  in  the  City 
was  $23.67  in  1994,  a decrease  of  $10.48  since  1988.  The  hotel  occupancy  rate  in  the  greater  Boston  area  has 
increased  by  4.5%  from  1992  to  1993,  based  on  a survey  of  15,859  hotel  rooms. 

The  average  daily  rate  for  a hotel  room  increased  2.5%  to  $113.11  over  1992. 

Hospitals  & Universities 

Boston  is  home  to  28  short  and  long-term  care  hospitals.  These  hospitals  have  a 
capacity  of  7,675  beds  and  258  bassinets.  As  of  January  1994,  the  occupancy  rate 
for  hospital  beds  was  78.1%,  with  an  average  full-time  equivalent  staffing  of  5.8 
per  bed.  Complementing  this  array  of  hospitals  are  34  public  and  private  colleges  and  universities  located  in 
Boston.  In  the  fall  of  1993,  Boston’s  full-time  student  population  was  108,958.  An  additional  56,309  students 
were  enrolled  part-time.  Based  on  toted  enrollment,  Boston’s  leugest  university  was  Northeastern  (29,712  or 
20.7%)  followed  by  Boston  University  (29,472  or  20.5%).

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Boston’s  fiscal  1995  general  fund  tax  rate  budget  totals  $1,416  billion,  an  increase  of  $51.6  million  or  3.8% 
over  the  prior  year.  The  increase  is  made  possible  by  the  growth  in  the  property  tax  and  state  aid.  The  City 
is  in  a fiscal  straightjacket  with  its  dependence  on  the  property  tax  and  state  aid  for  73.1%  of  its  general  fund 
revenues  and  each  restricted  by  legal  limits  or  change  in  state  policy.  The  budgets  of  five  departments 
account  for  65.5%  of  total  spending  in  fiscal  1995.  The  remaining  34.5%  is  distributed  among  57 
departments,  divisions,  boards  and  services. 

Revenues 

Boston’s  revenue  structure  is  inherently  limited  by  its  dependence  on  two  revenue  sources  with  their 
restrictions  on  growth.  Since  fiscal  1988,  the  property  tax  has  assumed  a larger  share  of  the  general  fund 
revenues  while  state  aid  has  declined  as  a percent  of  total.  Boston’s  fiscal  1995  net  tax  levy  is  $655.0  million, 
an  increased  of  $29.8  million  or  4.8%.  This  increase  consists  of  $16.5  million  from  the  normal  2‘/2%  incre2ise 
over  the  prior  yeau^’s  levy  limit  and  by  $13.2  million  from  new  growth.  As  a result  of  the  Education  Reform 
Act  of  1993,  state  aid  has  increased  each  of  the  last  two  years  after  three  consecutive  years  of  sharp  declines. 
Boston’s  fiscal  1995  state  aid  totals  $380.7  million,  an  increase  of  $18.5  million  or  5.1%.  The  growth  in  state 
aid  in  fiscal  1995  comes  primarily  from  Chapter  70  school  aid  ($14.9  million)  and  lottery  aid  ($2.5  million). 
Other  city  revenue  sources  in  fiscal  1995  include  hospital  revenues  of  $179.7  million  or  12.7%  of  total  and 
departmental  revenues  of  $118.3  million  or  8.4%. 

Expenditures 

City  spending  is  driven  by  available  revenues. 

Despite  the  revenue  fluctuations  experienced  by 
Boston  in  recent  years,  the  City  has  ended  each 
of  the  last  nine  years  with  an  operating  surplus. 

The  fiscal  1995  budget  of  $1,416  billion 
represents  an  increase  of  $51.6  million  or  3.8%. 

This  represents  the  second  consecutive  year  of 
budget  increases  after  two  consecutive  years  of 
spending  reductions  as  a consequence  of  the 
recession  and  local  aid  reductions.  As  was  true 
in  past  years,  most  of  this  year’s  budget 
increase  was  allocated  among  the  priority 
departments  of  Hospital,  School,  Police  and 
Fire.  These  four  departments  received  $42.9 
million  or  83.1%  of  the  total  increase  of  $51.6 
million.  As  a percent  of  total  spending  in  fiscal 
1995,  the  School  Department  ranks  first  at 
30.0%,  followed  by  Health  and  Hospitals  at 
15.1%,  Police  at  10.2%,  Fire  at  6.3%  and 
Public  Works  at  4.0%.  Employee  benefits, 
including  health  insurance  and  pensions,  are  budgeted  at  $180.9  million  and  represent  12.8%  of  total 
spending.  Mandatory  appropriations  for  debt  service  of  $88.1  million  and  state  assessments  (mainly  MBTA) 
of  $59.6  million  represent  10.4%  of  this  year’s  budget. 

Personal  Services 

Personal  service  expenditures  for  salaries  and  overtime  only  account  for  60.9%  of  the  departmental  budget  in 
fiscal  1995.  This  represents  a decrease  from  fiscal  1991  when  salaries  and  overtime  constituted  62.4%  of 
departmental  spending.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  no  salary  increases  and  cuts  in  the  City’s  work 
force  in  the  early  1990s.  In  fiscal  years  1992  and  1993,  personal  service  spending  decreased  by  -5.3%  and  - 
4.6%  respectively.  However,  in  both  fiscal  years  1994  and  1995,  personal  service  costs  have  increased  by 
6.5%  and  6.4%  respectively.  These  increases  exceed  the  City’s  general  fund  revenue  increases  of  4.7%  and 
3.7%  in  the  same  period  and  give  cause  for  concern  over  the  next  few  years.

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The  City  of  Boston’s  work  force  totaled  19,653  full-time  equivalent  positions  as  of  January  1995,  an  increase 
of  296  or  1.5%  since  January  1994  and  a decrease  of  1,771  or  8.3%  since  January  1988.  Included  in  the 
City’s  total  work  force  are  externally-funded  positions  which,  as  of  January  1995,  totaled  2,351,  or  12.0%  of 
the  total  work  force,  an  increase  of  229  over  the  last  year.  In  the  seven  years  since  January  1988,  external 
employee  levels  grew  by  958  positions  or  68.8%.  The  large  growth  in  external  positions  is  due  to  a change  in 
the  manner  in  which  the  Suffolk  County  Departments  are  funded.  Beginning  in  fiscal  1993,  the  State 
redirected  into  grant  or  external  funds,  money  previously  classified  as  general  fund  operating  revenues.  This 
resulted  in  the  majority  of  county  employees  being  switched  to  external  payrolls.  For  the  most  part,  this 
narrative  will  focus  on  city-funded  positions  which,  as  of  January  1995,  totaled  17,302,  an  increase  of  68 
positions  during  1994  and  an  overall  decrease  of  2,729  or  13.6%  since  1988.  City  funded  positions  represent 
88%  of  the  City’s  total  work  force. 

City  Departments 

As  of  January  1995,  the  City’s  departmental  work 
force  totaled  7,785,  an  increase  of  144  since 
January  1994  and  a drop  of  710  since  January 
1988.  City  departments  include  all  line 
departments,  agencies  and  divisions,  excluding 
hospitals,  school  and  county  workers.  City 
departmental  personnel  accounted  for  45.0%  of 
all  internally-funded  employees  on  Boston’s 
payroll.  From  January  1994  to  January  1995,  28 
out  of  51  department  showed  increases  in 
personnel  levels.  The  largest  increases  occurred 
in  Property  Management  (141),  Police  (93)  and 
Community  Centers  (38).  Due  to  organizational 
changes  in  fiscal  1995,  Real  Property  was  changed 
to  Property  Management.  Functions  were  also  restructured  between  Public  Facilities  and  Property 
Management  causing  an  increase  in  Property  Management  and  a decrease  of  157  in  Public  Facilities. 

Health  and  Hospitals 

The  hospital  payroll,  as  of  January  1995,  totaled  2,550  positions,  an  increase  of  2 from  January  1994  and  a 
cut  of  1,059  or  29.3%  from  January  1988.  The  Hospital  Department,  which  represents  14.7%  of  the  payroll, 
has  accounted  for  38.8%  of  the  total  employee  reduction  since  January  1988.  These  cuts  have  been  required 
in  order  to  make  Boston  City  Hospital  more  cost  competitive  in  the  managed  care,  competitive  pricing 
environment  of  the  1990s.  Most  of  the  decreases  occurred  in  the  positions  of  nurses,  orderlies,  service 
workers,  and  clerical  staff.  More  declines  in  the  hospital  work  force  will  be  needed  as  Boston  City  Hospital 
and  Boston  University  Medical  Center  consolidate  their  operations. 

Boston  Public  Schools  (BPS) 

BPS  employees  totaled  6,913  or  40%  of  the  City’s  internal  work  force  as  of  January  1995.  Over  the  last  year, 
the  BPS  increased  its  work  force  by  216  positions,  but  since  January  1988,  a decrease  of  324  was  recorded. 

In  the  seven  years  since  January  1988,  administrative  positions  were  reduced  by  106,  regular  education 
teachers  were  cut  by  309  positions,  while  the  total  number  of  special  education  teachers  increased  by  109  and 
bilingual  teachers  by  97. 

Suffolk  County 

The  County  accounted  for  54  or  0.3%  of  Boston’s  internally-funded  payroll.  Between  January  1988  and 
January  1995,  county  employees  funded  by  the  City  have  been  reduced  by  92.2%.  This  reduction  reflects  the 
States’s  decision  to  fund  correctional  services  through  an  external  grant  rather  than  through  the  City’s 
operational  general  fund.  Consequently,  the  affected  County  employees  were  transferred  to  the  external  or 
grant-funded  pajo'oll.

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Total  taxable  property  in  fiscal  1995  is  valued  at  $28.1  billion.  This  represented  an  increase  of  $1,351  billion 
or  5.0%  over  the  prior  year,  reflecting  the  first  increase  in  value  in  four  years.  From  fiscal  1991  to  fiscal 
1994,  Boston’s  taxable  value  decreased  by  $9.6  billion,  or  26.4%.  Taxable  real  property  is  valued  at  $26.0 
billion  and  personal  property  at  $2.1  billion  in  fiscal  1995.  Three  downtown  wards,  Boston  Proper,  Back  Bay 
South  and  Back  Bay,  represent  47.3%  of  total  taxable  value,  while  representing  only  8.2%  of  the  total  area. 
Tower  buildings,  45  in  total,  were  valued  at  $3.4  billion,  an  increase  of  2.7%  from  fiscal  1994.  Tax-exempt 
property  in  fiscal  1995  is  valued  at  $12.3  billion,  60.9%  of  which  is  public  property  and  39.1%  is  private 
exempt  property.  Tax  exempt  property  area  represents  50.8%  of  total  city  area. 


Classification 

A 1978  amendment  to  the  State  Constitution 
permitted  the  classification  of  property  for  tcixation 
purposes.  Cities  and  towns  were  allowed  to 
determine  the  share,  within  limits,  of  the  annual  levy 
to  be  borne  by  each  class  of  property.  The  City’s 
policy  has  been  to  adopt  full  classification,  which  in 
fiscal  1995  results  in  residential  property 
representing  59.8%  of  taxable  value  but  only  paying 
30.1%  of  the  tax  levy.  Business  property  represents 
40.2%  of  value  but  pays  69.9%  of  the  property  tax 
bill.  In  fiscal  1995,  the  City,  as  allowed  by  state  law, 
exempted  20.0%  of  the  residential  property  value  for 
property  which  was  used  as  the  taxpayer’s  principal 
residence.  The  total  amount  of  the  residential 
exemption  was  $25.4  million  or  $1.8  billion  in  value.

Tax  Rate 

The  fiscal  1995  tax  rate  is  $42.66  per  thous2md  dollars  of  value  for  business  and  $13.86  per  thousand  for 
residential  property.  This  represents  a rate  increase  of  70.0%  for  business  and  55.2%  for  residential  since 
1991.  The  difference  in  the  fiscal  1995  residential  and  commercial  tax  rates  means  that  a tax  for  a business 
would  be  over  three  times  higher  than  for  a residential  property  of  the  same  value.  The  overall  effective  tax 
rate,  taxes  as  a percent  of  assessed  value,  decreased  from  2.47%  to  2.45%  from  fiscal  1994  to  fiscal  1995. 
The  effective  tax  rate  for  business  in  1995  is  4.27%,  while  the  residential  rate  is  1.24%. 


Levy  Ceiling  & Levy  Limit 

The  growth  in  the  property  tax  levy  is  limited  by  Proposition  2‘/2,  which  places  constraints  on  the  amount  that 
can  be  raised  from  real  and  personal  property  as  well  as  how  much  it  c^m  be  increased  from  year  to  year. 
The  levy  ceiling  is  the  primary  limitation  of  Proposition  2*/2,  which  states  that  the  property  tax  levy  cannot 
exceed  2.5%  of  the  total  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  all  taxable  real  and  personal  property.  The  levy  limit 
prohibits  the  tax  levy  from  exceeding  the  previous  year’s  levy  limit  by  more  than  2.5%,  with  added  increases 
allowed  from  new  growth.  The  levy  limit  must  be  below  the  levy  ceiling.  A permanent  increase  in  the  levy 
limit  could  be  achieved  through  an  override  approved  through  a voter  referendum.  In  fiscal  1995,  the  levy 
limit  of  $690.0  million  is  only  $12.9  million  below  the  levy  ceiling  of  $702.9  million.  The  primary  reason  for 
the  narrowing  has  been  the  decline  in  property  values  at  the  s^mle  time  the  tax  levy  has  increased. 

Property  Tax  Levy  & New  Growth 

The  property  tax  levy  in  each  year  since  fiscal  1988  has  increased  by  7.1%,  7.3%,  6.9%,  5.1%,  7.1%  , 5.7% 
and  4.5%,  respectively.  The  increase  beyond  the  2.5%  increase  over  the  prior  year’s  levy  was  attributable  to 
new  growth  which  totals  $13.2  million  in  fiscal  1995.  Of  this  $13.2  million,  82.8%  comes  from  a continuing 
effort  by  the  City  to  capture  new  personal  property  accounts.  This  compares  to  new  personal  property 
accounts  representing  15.7%  of  new  growth  in  fiscal  1988,  34.8%  in  fiscal  1993  and  51.0%  in  fiscal  1994.

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In  1995,  over  61,000  students  are  enrolled  in  116  Boston  Public  Schools  (BPS).  The  School  Department’s  work 
force  consists  of  6,913  full-time  equivalent  city-funded  employees  and  848  grant-funded  employees,  for  a total  of 
7,761.  The  Department’s  fiscal  1995  spending  authority  from  all  funds  is  $482.3  million,  which  consists  of  the 
general  fund  budget  of  $424.8  million  and  the  external  funds  budget  of  $56.4  million.  This  section  will  focus 
primarily  on  general  fund  operations. 

Expenditures 

The  School  Department’s  fiscal  1995  general 
fimd  budget  of  $424.8  million  represents  an 
increase  of  $16.7  million,  or  4.1%.  Salaries 
represent  the  largest  single  expiense  item, 
accounting  for  65.4%  of  the  total.  Teachers’ 
salaries  represent  44.2%  of  the  budget. 

Instructional  programs  constitute  63.1%  of  the 
operating  budget,  although  within  this  category 
a shift  in  the  allocation  of  resources  is  evident. 

In  the  seven  years  since  fiscal  1988,  the  regular 
education  budget  declined  from  33.8%  of  the 
total  to  32.0%,  while  the  special  education 
budget  increased  from  20.0%  to  23.2%. 

Bilingual  education  increased  from  4.9%  in 
fiscal  1988  to  6.6%  in  fiscal  1995,  while 
vocational  education  decreased  from  3.3%  to 
1.1%.  These  trends  are  also  reflected  in 
personnel  shifts.  Regular  education  represents 
50.8%  of  the  $267.9  million  instruction  budget, 
followed  by  special  education  at  36.8%.  The  three  largest  components  of  the  support  budget  are  employee 
benefits  (26.7%),  physical  plant  (26.1%)  and  transportation  (21.9%).  In  each  of  the  past  four  years,  the  School 
Department  has  ended  each  year  with  an  operating  surplus. 

Enrollment  and  School  Population 

Actual  1994-95  school  enrollment  is  61,036,  an  increase  of  1,004  students  or  1.7%  over  the  prior  year  and  an 
increase  of  4,533  or  8.0%  over  five  years.  Over  the  last  five  years,  Hispanic  students  have  been  the  largest 
growing  segment  of  the  student  population  with  an  enrollment  increase  of  2,744  or  27.2%.  Hispanic  students 
now  constitute  24.0%  of  the  BPS  total  enrollment.  Now  entering  the  BPS  are  Hispanic  children  who  in  1989 
were  part  of  the  73.2%  of  Hispanic  children  under  the  age  of  six  living  in  poverty.  Black  students,  which 
represent  48.0%  of  total  enrollment,  increased  by  2,251  or  8.3%  since  the  1990-91  school  year.  The  non- White 
enrollment  makes  up  81.7%  of  the  BPS  total.  White  students  represent  18.3%  of  the  student  population,  a 
decrease  of  1,099  or  -7.4%  over  the  past  five  years.  By  program,  regular  and  vocational  education  students 
represent  75.5%  of  total  enrollment,  and  special  and  bilingual  education  students  represent  9.6%  and  14.9% 
respectively.  The  annual  dropout  rate  has  decreased  to  8.3%  in  the  1993-94  school  year,  down  from  a high  of 
17.2%  in  1984-85. 

The  characteristics  of  the  BPS  student  population  do  not  reflect  the  City  of  Boston’s  population.  In  1990,  the 
City  was  62.8%  White  while  the  BPS’s  enrollment  was  22.8%  White.  Black  students  represented  the  largest 
BPS  enrollment  group  at  47.9%,  while  Black  residents  constituted  25.6%  of  the  City’s  population. 

School  Utilization 

The  116  BPS  schools  have  a seating  capacity  of  66,274  and  a utilization  rate  of  92.1%  in  the  1994-95  school  year. 
Building  utilization  by  level  is  90.4%  for  elementary  schools,  91.6%  and  %.2%  for  middle  and  high  schools 
respectively.  Of  the  76  elementary  schools,  sbc  are  below  80.0%  utilization,  while  one  middle  and  two  special 
schools  are  below  this  rate.  Systemwide,  13  schools  are  at  or  exceed  100%  of  their  capacity.  The  Department 
operates  six  s(>ecial  schools,  three  of  which  are  early  learning  centers.

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The  capital  needs  of  Boston  are  financed  primarily  through  the  issuance  of  long-term  general  obligation 
bonds  for  which  the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  is  pledged.  Boston  periodically  issues  long-term  debt  for 
two  purposes:  [1]  to  finance  the  acquisition,  construction,  repair  and  renovation  of  city-owned  buildings, 
facilities  and  equipment  necessary  to  provide  public  services  and  [2]  to  finance  infrastructure  improvements 
needed  for  the  City’s  economic  development.  On  June  30,  1994,  the  City’s  net  direct  debt,  which  is  gross 
debt  less  principal  deemed  payable  from  related  revenues,  increased  to  $434.8  million.  Indirect  debt, 
consisting  of  Boston’s  share  of  the  MBTA  debt  was  $104.6  million.  This  brings  Boston’s  total  net  direct  and 
indirect  debt  to  $539.4  million,  a 32.1%  increase  over  June  1,  1988.  As  of  June  30,  1994,  the  City’s  net  direct 
debt  per  capita  increased  to  $788.11  up  $209.81  or  36.3%  from  June  1,  1988.  Net  direct  debt  as  a percent  of 
assessed  value  increased  from  1.2%  in  1988  to  1.6%  in  1994.  The  City  will  retire  40.7%  of  its  outstanding 
direct  general  obligation  debt  over  the  next  five  years,  in  comparison  with  the  44.3%  which  was  projected  to 
be  retired  from  1988  to  1992. 


The  Capital  Plan 

In  February  1994,  the  City  issued  its  annual  five-year 
capital  plan,  entitled  "Getting  The  Job  Done".  The 
total  capital  budget  for  the  five  year  period  is  $889.4 
million,  of  which  $583.1  million  or  65.5%,  will  come 
from  city  funds  and  $306.3  million  from  external 
sources.  The  capital  plan  focuses  on  traditional  areas 
of  expenditure  with  three  departments  receiving  over 
65%  of  the  funding:  Public  Works  ($298.6  million  or 
33.6%),  Health  & Hospitals  ($180.4  million  or  20.3%) 
and  Schools  ($130.8  million  or  14.7%).  Projects  include: 
construction  of  a new  Police  Headquarters  in  Roxbury, 
continued  development  of  the  new  Boston  City  Hospital 
and  implementation  of  the  school  building  needs  study.

General  Obligation  Bonds 
The  City  issued  general  obligation  bonds  on  15 
occasions  since  1983.  The  smallest  issue  was  $30.0 
million  in  1984  while  the  largest  was  $%.2  million  in 

1991.  Boston’s  most  recent  bond  issue  was  for  $70.0  million  in  September  1994.  In  1994  the  City  in  an 
effort  to  reduce  costs  and  open  the  bond  process,  shifted  from  a negotiated  to  a competitive  bid  process. 
From  1983  through  1993,  the  City  sold  bonds  through  a negotiated  process.  Boston  has  maintained  an  "A" 
rating  since  1988  from  Moody’s  and  since  1989  from  Standard  & Poor’s. 


Gross  Debt  Service 

Gross  debt  service  requirements,  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  from  Boston’s  long-term  and  short- 
term debt,  totaled  $92.0  million  in  1994,  an  increase  of  1.0%  from  fiscal  1993.  Over  this  same  period,  net 
debt  service  requirements,  gross  debt  service  less  related  revenues,  decreased  by  3.0%  to  $72.4  million.  The 
City’s  financial  projections  based  on  its  five-year  plan  shows  only  a modest  growth  in  debt  service  from  $76.0 
million  in  fiscal  1995  to  $86.6  million  in  fiscal  1998.  This  growth  in  debt  service  should  enable  the  City  to 
keep  debt  service  costs  at  6.0%-7.0%  of  total  expenditures  for  the  next  five  years.  These  debt  service  levels 
appear  to  be  within  industry  guidelines  for  comparable  cities. 

Short-Term  Borrowing 

The  City  is  authorized  to  borrow  through  the  issuance  of  short-term  notes  in  anticipation  of  property  taxes 
and  other  receipts.  The  City’s  strong  financial  position,  the  quarterly  distribution  of  state  aid  and  the 
collection  of  property  taxes  on  a quarterly  basis  have  enabled  the  City  to  not  issue  revenue  anticipation  notes 
(RANs)  since  1987  and  with  one  exception,  to  not  issue  bond  anticipation  notes  (BANs)  since  1984.
